| don’t know the economics of this, but | can make a few guesses. | imagine a well-capitalized station 
would be able to make the adjustments necessary to convert to self-serve, but not a single, family run 
station. It might mean cheaper gas prices in town, but at what cost? | would like Arlington to remain a 
town where family businesses are valued and supported, so | will be voting no on Article 17.
